WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—Th« consti- 


tutionality of the employers' liability law 
passed by Congress in 190S today was 
upheld by the Supreme Court of the Uni- 
ted States In all 
cases before it. 
The 


court also decided that state courts may 
enforce that act when local laws are 
appropriate. 


This was the second attempt of Con- 


gress to change the old common law ruls 
that an employe of a common carrier 
could not sue for -damages from the 
carrier for injuries received In the course 
of his eployment when the injuries re- 
sulted from the negligence of a fellow- 
servant. The first law, that enacted In 
3906, was declares unconstitutional In 
1903, 
because It {embraced within its 


terms a regulation of interstate com- 
merce as well as interstate. The law con- 
sidfird today was enacted by Congress 
In 1S08, immediately after the first law 
was held unconstitutional., 


The constitutionality and 
interpreta- 


tion of the new law came before the 
court in a number of cases, heard as one 
case about the last of February. 


PRINCIPAL CASE. 


The principal case was that of Ee'ssie 


Babcook, 
widow of Orn. L. Babcock, 


against the Northern 
Pacific 
Hallway 


Company. Her husband lost his life In 
u. railroad collision on the Northern Pa- 
cific in Montana in 1SOS. Mrs. Babcock 
sued, under the federal employers' liabili- 
ty, act, which had just been passedd. and 
under Its terms she was entitled to the 
entire amount of judgment. 
Babcock 


left a sister also and If the judgment 
had been procured undei the statute of 
Montana she would have been entitled 
to one-half of It. The Northern Pacific 
resisted the claim on the ground that if 
the federal law was unconstitutional if 
might be required to pay the sister, even 
if it had settlad with the widow. 
The 


law was upheld by the federal cpurt of 
Minnesota. 


Another case arose out of the death 


of Daniel J. Walsh, brakeman on the 
New 
York, Niew JJaven & Hartford 


Eallroad Company. The United States 
Circuit Court for Massachusetts held the 
law constitutional. 


Still another case was that of Edgar 


C. Hondon, an employe on the New Tork, 
New Haven & Hartford Eailroad Com- 
panr, against that road. He brought suit 
in the stata courts of Connecticut, which 
declined to consider the case. That gave 
rise to questions as to whether or not 
Congress had attempted to or could, If it| 
had attempted, require state courts as 
well as federal courts to take jurisdiction 
over such casts.

That a city Is not bound in California 


by the action of its city council-or govern- 
ing boOy to keep a street in repair indefi- 
nitely after the street has been accepted 
by the council was announced to the city 
council this morning: by Mayor Fraat K. 
Mott, on the basis of legal opinions ren- 
dered by City Attorney Ben F. "Woolner 
and other attorneys. 
The opinion will 


materially Influence Ihe action 
of 
the 


council in future in ordering street work 
where the street has been. accepted. 


In the past it has been the belief of 


the council that tile city was bound to 
keep in repair forever any streets that 
had been accepted by the council. This Is 
not the case, accardlng to the legal ex- 
perts, and despite the fact that several 
streets, have been accepted the council 
will probably proceed to order work on 
the assessment plan. Some of this work 
has been held back MI the past, due to the 
fact that former councils accepting- thor- 
oughfares without sufficient thought for 
the expense this .might entail the- city in 
the 'future. 


MOTT'S LETTER. 


• Mayor Mott's communication follows:

To the City Council of the City of Oak- 
lonsl, Oakland, Calif. 
Gentlemen—At the convention of the 
Leasrie of California Municipalities, held 
at Santa Barbara, I was Informed that 
no city In this state is. bound by any ac- 
tion of its City Council or governing 
body in accepting any street, to keep the 
same in repair forever.

against the delinquent corporations or 
their officers. 
The larger corporations are generally

Completing the worst passage of her 


career the Pacific Coast freighter and 
passenger 
liner Umatilla 
arrived this 


morning from Puget Sound and docked 
at Long wharf. According to Captain 
Scoby who was in charge of the vessel 
during the run from the north the big 
steamer had hardly cleared 
from 
the 


Sound when she was set upon by gale 
after gale that lasted until she reached 
this port Jate Saturday night. 
The first 


signs of hard weather began at Umatilla 
lightship and from that portion of the 
coast down -to Cape Mendocino one con- 
tinuous southeast gale swept the vessel 
until It appeared as if she were doomed 
to | destruction. According to the ves- 
sel s log book the gale reached a. velocity 
of over. 90 miles an hour and for six 
hours the big liner was forced to run 
along under slow power , the huge waves 
almost paralyzing her progress. 


According to a number of the Umatilla 


passengers of whom about one hundred 
made the trip the passage was one con- 
tinuous 
night 
of 
horror. The 
water 


kicked up by the strong southeaster was 
whipped into seas that ran mountain 
high- and tossed the big liner about as if 
it were but a. cork. 
Practically all of 


the passengers were confined to their 
staterooms with seasickness. 
Not only 


were the passengers uneasy over the 
weather but even some of the officers 
today admitted that they were rather 
doubtful as to whether the vessel would 
get into port undamaged. 
All speak 


well of Captain Scoby who during the 
worst of tha storm paced up and down 
the bridge or along the deck calm and 
unruffled and at the same time giving 
heart to the more 
timid 
by 
cheerful 
words. 


When the liner docked on this side she 


was in charge of Captain Riley who re- 
lieved Captain Scoby while the vessel 
Is In this port. She Is discharging 2200 
tons of freight and picking up abj>ut 100 
tons of merchandise. 
The vessel was 


undamaged when she came Into port.

Steps were taken by" the board of 


supervisors today for collecting data 
on the probable cost of running a 
tunel underneath the estuary (or the 
purpose of accommodating transporta- 
tion between the cities of Oakland 
and Alameda In a resolution 
pre- 


sented by Supervisor Joseph Kelley, 
the same being unanimously adopted, 
as follows: 


Whereas, 1'n the Judgment of this 


board of supervisors of the county 
of Alameda, State of California, it Is 
deemed advisable, In the Interests of 
commerce, for the benefit of the resi- 
dents of said county of Alameda, and 
for the purpose of expediting1 travel 
between points on the opposite sides 
of the Oakland harbor or estuary be- 
tween the cities of Oakland and Ala- 
meda, to build and construct tubes, 
tunnels or subways under said Oak- 
land harbor at such point or place 
upon said Oakland harbor as shall be 
determined upon by the said board 
of supervisors; and 


Whereas, This board of supervisors 


Is authorized by the provisions of an 
act of the Legislature of the State of 
California, entitled "An act concern- 
Ing tunnels, tubes and subways under 
navigable 
streams and 
bodies of 


water In the State of California," ap- 
proved March 23, 1911, to expend not 
to exceed the sum of thirty-five hun- 
dred dollars ($3^00) for the purpose 
of ascertaining the probable cost of 
such tubes, tunnels or subways; and 


Whereas, The mayors of the' cities 


of Oakland and Alameda, and the 
citizens thereof, have requested this 
board of supervisors to avail Itself of 
the provisions of this act; now, there- 
fore, be it 


Resolved, By the board of super- 


visors of the county of Alameda that 
the county surveyor be, and he Is 
hereby instructed to make such in- 
vestieatio"ris,~ surveys, estimates, cal- 
culations, maps and plans, and collect 
such other data as in his judgment 
may be necessary to determine the 
.probable cost of such tubes, tunnels 
or subways under said Oakland har- 
bor, said Investigations by said county 
surveyor to be-made at a cost not to 
exceed the sum of thlrty^-five hun- 
-dred dollars ($3500). 


Councilman A. L. Morgenstern of 


Alameda and J. G. Kearney of that 
city appeared before the supervisors 
with a request that they act in the 
matter Immediately, as the sum of 
$3500 had already been made avail- 
able for the purpose of surveys and 
estimates. .Both men represented the 
Improvement clubs of Alameda. Morg- 
enstern said that the people of that 
~<5Ity.'were anxious that something be 
done at once. 


Chairman Mullins of the board re- 


linquished the chair temporarily to 
Supervisor Kelley and from the floor 
'stated the matter from his standpoint. 
He said In part: 


"After considerable,Investigation on 


the part of the committee, consist- 
Ing of the mayors of Alameda arid 
Oakland and myself, we determined 
that the large interests of both cities 
•desire that the tunnel be built. On 
the whole, the sentiment is generally 
favorable to the project. - If the $3500 
is judiciously expended It will give 
the people an estimate of what the 
cost of the tunnel would be, and I 
recommend at this time that the 
board take action."

tol today to avoid any serious consid- 
eration of the proposed plan. 


"The question of government owner- 


ship of public utilities is a great one 
that needs long and careful considera- 
tion," said Representative Moon of Texas, 
chairman of the Postoffice 
committee. 


"If Postmaster-General Hitchcock's plans 
are embodied in a bill to be introduced 
In Congress and the bill comes to this 
committee It certainly will be given thor- 
ough consideration." 


RESERVES COMMENT. 


Senator Bourne of Oregon, chairman -of 


the Senate committee on postofflces, re- 
served comment until after he had had 
time to read the details of the Postmas- 
ter-General's plans. 


"On the theory that the telegraph Is 


a part of the malls, It seems to me that 
it would be out of place for the govern- 
ment to own the telegraph lines," said 
Senator Collum of Illinois. 


Senator Wm. Alden Smith of Michigan 


said: 


"I have steadfastly opposed the gov- 


ernment ownership cf the public utilities 
for many years. 
The prestige enjoyed 


by American\ citizens is due to their un- 
hampered Individual intltiative, but as 
a natural appurtenance to the postal sys- 
tem, I have felt-that the telegraph could 
be more appropriately operated by the 
government than any other branch of 
Individual business." 


There was a disposition among some 


Senators today to credit the report that 
Hitchcock's action might me*n a break 
between him and President Taft and 
an alignment of Hitchcock with those who 
are urging the 
candidacy 
of Colonel 


Roosevelt for the Republican presidential 
nomination. This, however, is but one of 
the half hundred theories discussed about 
the Capitol. 
For a year or more Hitchcock has had 
this recommendallon under consideration. 
After a thorough study cf the operation 
of government controlled lines and postal 
telegraph systems of foreign countries, 
he has decided tu urge the matter upon 
Congress. 
"Should this recommendation be adopt- 


ed," Hitchcock «ald last night in a state- 
ment of his Intentions, "I am convinced 
it would result. in important economies 
and in materially lowering the telegraph 
rates that are now exacted. IP approxi- 
mately, fifty countries of the world, not- 
ably in Great Britain, France, Germany, 
Austria, Italy, Spain, Russia and Japan, 
government controlled telegraphs are now 
in profitable operation. 
"In many of the countries they are op- 
erated in connection, with the postal ser- 
vice. 


WOULD REDUCE COST. 


"These telegraphs serve 
an 
average 


population of 
SSO.CnO.OdO and 
in every 
instance they have been found to be of 
immense practical benefit to the people 
In both promptitude and cost of service. 


"In '• this country postofflces are main- 


tained in numerous places not reached by 
telegraph systems, and the proposed con- 
solidation, therefore, wculd afford a fa- 
vorable oppo; tunity for tne wide exten- 
sion of telegraphic facilities. 
In many 


small towns where the telegraph com- 
panies have offices the telegraph and mail 
business could be handled readily by the 
same employes. -.It is evident that the 
separate maintenance of the two. services 
under present conditions 
results in a 
needless expense. 


"The first telegraph in 
the 
United 
States was operated from 1S44 to JS47 
by (he government, under authority from. 
Congress, and from many viewpoints it 
is desirable that government control be 
resumed. 
A method for the acquisition 


of telegraph lines is prescribed In section 
B267 of the revised statutes, which pro- 
vides that for postal military or other 
purposes the government may purchase 
telegraph lines, operated in the United 
States, on appraised value. 


- "My view is that every reason for the 
transmission of mail under government 
control can be urged with equal force 
for the transmission of communications 
by telegraph. 


BETTER SERVICE. 


"Because of the mo.'O extensive organ- 


ization maintained by the postal service 
and the freedom from taxation and other 
charges to which private corporations 
are subject, lh? government undoubtedly 
could afford greater facilities, at lower 
rates, than are afforded -cy 
companies 


now conducting the telegraph business. 
Next to the Introduction 
of a- general 
parcels post for which there Is a strong 
popular demand, the establishment of a 
government telegraph system offers, in 
my Judgment, the best opportunity for 
the profitable extension of the nation's 
postal service." 


It Is not Hitchcock's purpose to recom- 


mend the acquisition of telephone lines 
except possibly. In instances where they 
are operated as telegraph lines and are 
an Integral part of definife telegraph 
systems-. 


The appraised value of the systems 
proposed to be acquired would be curelv 
conjectural, but It Is said it would ha 
approximately $250,000,000. 


The experts who figured on the tiro- 
positions are of the opinion that the ex- 
isting telegraph rates could b« reduced at 
least one-third to the public and vet 
make the operation of the lines profitable 
to the government. 


After 
Postmaster-General 
Hitchcock 


had been in conference with President 
Taft for more than an hour today an au- 
thoritative statement was made at the 
White House that there had been no fric- 
tion between the President and tho post 
master-General. 


WHITE HOUSE STATEMENT. 


The statement given out at the White 
House follows: 


"A recommendation by tha Postmaster- 


General that H would be well for the gov- 
ernment to buy the telegraph lines and 
Incorporate them In Hie postoffice system 
appeared in nn earlier annual report sub- 
mitted by him to the President. 
After 


some discussion it was decided at the 
President's sucjrestion to postpone ref- 
erence to tho matter to another year and 
not to bring it forward then becauss of 
the recommandatlon of many othor Im- 
portant changes, including the postal sav- 
ings bank and the parcels post These, if 
adopted, would taka all tho energy of 
tha postoffico department In making tho 
necessary changes. 


"Tho Postmnster-Generni 
Intended 
to 


bring tills matter to tha attention of tho 
President before the publication in ad- 
vance of this part of his report. After 
having made preparations for publica- 
tion he was suddenly called out of town 
without having dono so. 


"His conclusion as to the wisdom of 


taking over the telegraph-lines hod be-n 
reached only after full Investigation and 
consideration. 
As the report containing 


tho recommendation ha* not yet been 
submitted to th« President It hns not yet 
been considered by him or by thp Cabi- 
net with a vle.w to presenting It to fon- 
grers ns nn administration mensiuv,"

The progress 
may seem slow. It is true. God purifies 
slowly by faith; but urgently by fire."

Paron Fuchs Insisted that the Intimate 
rclatloni which have for so long- existed 
between Austria and Germany" are 'oe- 
comlng- weaker as tho result of Austria's 
failure to support her ally during the 
Morroccan crisis. Ke likewise complained 
that Austria's relations with tha Russian 
empire had not been well handled. 


Baron Kucha Is said to have demanded 


in explanation from tho Austrian foreign 
minister, Count Alois Loxa von Aehren- 
thal of tho difficulties between Austria 
and Germany in which he said he pos- 
sessed accurate knowledge; but tho for- 
eign minister maintained absolute silence 
on tho subject.

Governor <T$s of Failure to 


Develop Mining Claims 


and of Litigation. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—There are se- 


rious-defects in the general mining laws 
of the United-Slates as applied, to Alaska, 
and-these-defects are becoming more ap- 
parent, according to Governor Clark, who 
sets forth his views in his annual report 
to Secretary of the Interior Fisher. 
The existence of provisions tending to 
retard 
development and to encourage 
more sneculation has been complained ol 
frequently by Intelligent and progressive 
mining men in the United States, he says 
and adds: 
• 
"In Alaska- there-still is more ground 


for complaint, -for the owners of mining 
claims in many cases have no intention 
of operating their ;claims. 
The. motive 
to develop as a condition of ownership 
is entirely wanting in Alaska." .. 
One of the .worst discouragements to 
mining development under present con- 
ditions! he says, "Is the frequent and 
long drawn out 
litigation over mining 


claims and water rights which the pres- 
ent system induces." 
Commenting on the fact that there was 
no Increase in population In Alaska las 
year, Clark says that "ar>- considerable 
Increase In the populati^ of the terri 
ton' must await a mo:* liberal govern 
•mental policy as a whole, including a 
revision of the present land laws and the 
enactment of new ones; and, furthermore 
in some measure a more considerate atti 
tude on the part-of the press and tlr 
people in the states toward the develop 
n-ifnt of Alaska by Highly can'ptalized in 
t>-ests." 
The prime Importance of providing : 
means by which coal mining in Alaska 
may be made possible under the law Is 
appreciated generally, he says, adding 
that "the patenting of any number of ex 
Istlns claims would fail to bring com 
plete" solution of the fuel problem."

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Efficiency of the Parole Law. 


A paroled convict was arrested at Berkeley for violating the 


terms of his parole, and the newspapers generally printed an ac- 
count of the arrest. Such incidents occur every now and then, and 
each time the press chronicles the story. An erroneous impression 
£* likely to gain currency in consequence. Men are prone to jump 
trt conclusions without inquiry as to the facts. No doubt the printed 
accounts of the occasional arrest of a convict who has violated his 
parole will be taken as proof that the parole law is not working well. 


Such is not the fact. The parole law is working well. Hun- 


dreds of convicts are at liberty on parole, and all but a very few are 
behaving themselves properly and attending to their business quiet- 
ly. : Of such the public hears nothing. It is not news to say that a 
paroled convict is fulfilling the conditions on which he was given 
his liberty. It is only the occasional one who violates his parole of 
•whom anything is heard. That one is a rare exception, but the pub- 
licity given his dereliction is apt to create a wrong impression. 


The parole law is working well in this State. It has worked so 


well that its provisions have twice been broadened in accordance 
with the recommendations of the prison board. The law is an aid 
to discipline in the prisons. It is an incentive to industry and good 
behavior. 
It promotes good order( and a spirit of hopefulness 


among, the prisoners. It exerts a potent moral influence that every 
prison official recognizes. 
The occasional lapses are by no means 


typical or discouraging. 
They are mainly chargeable to human 


weakness, to temptation and the ordinary perversities inherited by 
mankind. 
_

Every inmate of the penitentiaries is given hope by the parole 


law. Even the life-termer can win his freedom by industry and 
good conduct—a restricted liberty, it is true, but still freedom from 
the pali of life confinement: The second and third-termer has the 
hope of redemption.' The first-termer may shorten his term by 
half. In short, the parole law lifts the beacon of hope for every 
prisoner, but it makes the fruition of that hope depend upon obedi- 
ence, the faithful performance of tasks assigned';ancl a .general de- 
meanor of good conduct and respect for authority. 
The convict 


seeking a parole is careful not to transgress any. rule or to show 
any. disrespect for the officials. 
The beneficial effect on the whole 


body of the prisoners is noticeable. The habit of self-imposed re- 
straint is. of immense value to the infliyiduals seeking to earn their 
liberty^ tinder the conditions the law prescribes. 
; 


No one should -be misled by the fact that a paroled convict now 


and then forfeits his freedom by violating the conditions of his 
parole. Other men fall into evil ways. The extraordinary thing is 
that so small a proportion violate the terms of parole- That so few- 
do- is cause for gratulation and a complete vindication for the law.

The -Case of Richeson. 


It has been rather taken for granted out here that the death 


sentence imposed on Rev. C. V. T. Richeson would be commuted 
to'li'fe imprisonment, but .commutation is not so certain if one is ,to 
judge from the comments of the Massachusetts press. The Spring- 


l Republican, for instance, is not 'hospitable to the plea for 


clemency. It says:' 


"Having been sentenced to death, Rev. C. V. T.'Richeson \vill 


appeal to the Governor for clemency. The Governor and council 
will, have some difficulty in granting5 it. 
If Mr. Richeson should 


escape execution, how could this commonwealth ever again put an 
offender to death? True, capital punishment is a survival of bar- 
barism, and should, be abolished; but here is" the wretched Phelps 
within arm's length of the electric chair. It would be a travesty 
on justice to .put him to death,.if the clerical'assassin,' who had all 
the' advantages of the best .schools and the moral influence of the 
finest New England atmosphere to restrain-his ,vicious propensi- 
tics/;were to escape execution." 


•"This, sounds the; note of clear, common sense. Richeson's cloth 


makes his-offense more atrocious, if that b.e possible, instead qf.-'ex- 


~tentiatiiig.it. He* was a clergyman and'^basely betrayed a young 


wdrrian whose affections he won under promise of marriage, and 
whom he.- murdered that he might be free to marry a woman of 
wealth and social- position. His crime was not expatiated by self- 
mutilation and confession, although loathing has been tempered by 
pity:since.-.he maimed himself and threw himself on the mercy of the 
justice h e h a d outraged. .

But, 
as the Republican points out, if ever a crime deserved the 


death penalty it is Richeson's. Its motive was base and venal, and 
the-murder itself was the sequel au amour disgraceful to his call- 
ing.- He denied his guilt till exposure came and conviction was 
morally certain. Let it be conceded, that he is remorseful and peni- 
tent," but if remorse and penitence are to avert the death penalty in 
this instance, why should they not avert it in all instances? 


Occasionally men are. executed whose guilt is not absolutely 


certain and others pay the death penalty despite extenuating cir- 
cumstances. In this case there is no doubt, no extenuating circum- 
stances. 
We do not argue that the sentence should not be com- 


muted—we rather hope a commutation will be granted—but merely 
point out the inconsistency, it would involve. Still the quality of 
mercy is not strained, and justice without mercy would be some- 
thing terrible beyond comprehension. And it is extremely doubtful 
if society would in any way be benefited by making Richeson pay 
the extreme penalty. 


Andrew Carnegie appears to know as little about the Sherman 


law as Colonel Roosevelt knew when he was President. Carnegie 
did not know whether his company was violating it or not .and 
Colonel Roosevelt was quite certain that the Steel Trust was not 
violating it; moreover, he did not very much care. 


Evil of Compounding Felonies* 


A bank employe in Stockton embezzled $15,000, and it was an- 


nounced in the first dispatches that friends had made good half the 
amount and would make good the remainder. The inference con- 
veyed was that the thief would not be prosecuted in case the money 
Tie stole was paid back to the bank—in other words, that a felony 
would be compounded if the bank was protected from loss.

sumption is that his friends were unable or unwilling to pay o>

the balance of the defalcation or that the State Superintendent of 
Panics took ;i hand in the matter and insisted that the bank officers 
should prosecute UK- offender.

This method of dealing, with embezzlers a,nd defaulters is an 


encouragement to crime. The knowledge (or belief) that stealing 
can be squared encourages men to steal. 
It encourages them to 


take a chance with the money of their employers. Every time a 
defaulter is permitted to go free a premium is offered for some 
other man fb follow his 'example. That is the theory of the law, 
and it is'sustained by the lessons of daily experience. If every bank 
employe knew for a certainty that he would be prosecuted to the 
full extent of the- law in case he steals, there would be fewer defal- 
cations. The ability to purchase immunity from punishment is an 
incentive to crime.

The great mystery of how the suf- 


fragettes of England in their lasts "dem- 
onstration' managed to break so. many 
windows is at last explained by ono of 
their number now in this country. No 
two articles of popular faith are more 
firmly held than that women cannot throw 
stones and that they cannot hit any- 
thing when they do throw them. Writers 
on physiology have fostered this delusion 
by explaining why it Is anatomically im- 
possible for women to throw anything, In 
any proper sense of the word as it is com- 
monly understood by the hitherto superior 
or throwing sex. And young girls have 
prettily illustrated the alleged difficult;,-, 
doubtless as a ruse to impress the throw- 
ing male with his wondrous superiority 
of construction.

VUp In Oregon the Pacific Great West- 
ern, the probable name of Hill's Califor- 
nia' transcontinental road, \? being pro- 
Jfertert to connect Kugeno with Coos Bay 
and the Coos Bay territory. 
Surveyors 


of this Pacific Great Western are already- 
working In the northern part of California 
attempting: to map out o. route for the 
Hill lines' entry "into this city before 
1915. And the Southern Pacific company 
Is fighting Hill with HIU's cxvn weapons 
and the weapons are now railroaJs. 


Five new lines working out of or to- 
ward. Eugene are bslng projoctad by the 
Southern Pacific or Harriman lines. 
' These are: The Oregon Eastern, which 
is building the Southern Pacific's cut off 
between Eugene and Klamath Falls. 


The Oregon Electric, which Is building 


south from Salem and which will connect 
Eocene with Portland, and which Is said 
to !sc a Harriman enterprise, because of 
1he fact that many of Its stockholders 
are essentially Harriman men. 


The Willamette Pacific, which is thi- 
Southern Pacific's lino between Eugene 
and Coos Bay and which is the most 
direct r'val of the Pacific Great Western. 


The Oregon Eastern, which will connect 


with the Orison Short Lint, a distinct!/ 
Harriman enterprise, on the eastern bor- 
der of the State and build through Mal- 
li-'ur canyon and across Central Oregon 
-to Eugene. 


The Portland, Eugene 
and Eastern, 


which Is building an Uectrlc road from 
Monroe, and which will provide 'another 
line to Portland via Corvallis and thd 
Southern Pacific's so-called

FIRST LINE COMPLETED. 


Figures presented to William Sproule, 


president of the Southern Pacific com- 
pany, show that the Oregon Electric 
will probably be the first line completed. 
Most of the grading, according to these 
figures' just presented to Sproule, has 
been done between Salem and Albany, 
and a portion of the work is under way 
between Albany and Eugene.

HARLES W. ELIOT, president of' Harvard Uni- 
versity, said in the Christmas number of the Cen- 
tury Magazine that "manners affect for good or ill 
the daily happiness of every human being and the 
fortune and destiny of every tribe or nation. Their 
influence on human existence is profound and inces- 


sant. Good manners are founded on reason or common sense 
and.good-will. They put people at case in social intercourse, 
welcome graciously the stranger and friend, dismiss pleasantly 
the lingering visitor who does not know how to withdraw, ex- 
press alert sympathy with others, and prompt to helpful co- 
operation with others. They enable people to dwell together in 
peace and concord, smooth the rough places and make things 
pleasant in human intercourse. They are, indeed, a. fine art, for 
their means of expression are generally mere tones, inflections, 
quick glances, momentary gestures or postures, or other slight 
gradations of sound or movement, and they need at their best 
a quick imagination and ready wit." 
- Dr. Eliot has ascribed to good manners the entire gamut of 
sympathy, good'will and'sincerity which we call magnetism, 
and certainly the woman who has them will always be called 
beautiful, whether her hair, is blonde or brunette, or her eyes 
gray, black or blue. There is no acquisition of such great worth 
to a woman. 


It is said that it was Mme. Recamier's exquisite manners that 


made her'votaries declare her the most beautiful woman of her 
time, even after she had .passed the half-century mark: and to 
the brusque manners of Mme. de Stael maybe ascribed much 
of her unpopularity, for she was a brilliant woman and not as 
ugly as she has been painted.

I have known 
people wh6 said that if a person had good manners they would 
not inquire into his.morals.- This is carrying the matter a good

politeness that will fill the bill, but the honest, sincere kindness 
which springs from the heart. It's something that every woman 
should know and every woman practice.

SAFE BY_HOT WATER 


NEW YORK, Jan. in.—-A method of 


administering ether and chloroform for 
surgical operations which is said to have 
reduced tlic death risk of anesthesia to 
nothing and to have eliminated 3S per cent 
of the cases of nausea which usually 
racks patients after operation, is to be 
described !n a book soon to be published 
by Dr. James T. Gwathmey, an anes- 
tlvnicist of the skin and cancer at St. 
Bartholomew's hospitals, and Dr. Charles 
Baskcrvllle, professor of chemistry at the 
College of the City of New York. 


The method has been used in about 


COOO cases without a single death be- 
ing caused by the anesthetic. The fumes 
of ether or cboloform or a mixture of 
both are forced through warmed water 
before the patient breathes them. 
The 
warmth of the water presents' the anes- 
thetic from irritating tho mucus mem- 
brane of tho Kings and bronchial tubes. 
The water also absorbs 
the poisonous 
aldeloydes.

When the future of Ihc California learn 
depends to a marked degree on the ex- 
perience of former second team , players, 
it would seem that this was ample ex-

strongest of opposing teams. 
"Again, the showing-of the team in the 
series just closed was anything but second 
class. Playing on foreign grounds, the 
California fifteen held their opponents to 
low scores, and to a no-score tie in one 
game. Does this shou-ing 'discredit the 
game' of Rugby? Most decidedly and 
emphatically. It decs not. AVe play foot- 
ball, not only for the love Of winning, 
but for the love of the game and for a 
desire to see clean sport for the safee of 
the sport. We would also gently remind 
outsiders that if the Cooper-Keith trophy 
always remaned in the 
southland, It 


would soon lose its significance. 
"California denies that a 'better than 
the other fellow' feeling exists at this 
university. She also reserves her opinion 
of a writer who wilfully places before the 
reading public such a false assertion 
"On the contrary to feeling a 'humili- 
ation' at losing the cup, we can say that 
California lost ralrly m:d squarely and 
that we are proud of the team that so 
creditably represented the Blue and Gold 
In <.he north."

By the plan now being considered the 
station will be placed In a memorial tow- 
er to be built for the Panama-Pacific ,<Zx- 
posltlon in 1915. Secretary Meyer's let*- 
ter is In part as follows: 
"The Navy Department Is taking steps 
toward erecting a high-power station on 
the California coast, In connection with 
Its chain of wireless stations across the 
Pacific and for communication with ships 
on the eastern Pacific ocean. Since the 
range of wireless depends upon the height 
of the aerial wires above the ground and 
since the location of this station in San 
Francisco would be most advantageous 
to that city, it would seem that the 
memorial tower should be erected -with 
a .view to Its use for supporting one .end 
of an aerial of the most powerful wire- 
less station In the world. 
"The Eifel Tower In Paris, 30CO feet 
high, has produced wonderful results i" 
long distance wireless work, and the pro- 
posed tower, 1350 feet above sea level, 
would Insure even -more remarkable re- 
sults. 
"A site near the ocean beach at San 
Francisco will give Ideal wireless condi- 
tions, n.nd I strongly recommend that be- 
fore the exact site of the memorial tower 
Is selected the navy department be con-

An ungovernable temper that threw her 
into fits of rage, during which she com- 
mitted almost fiendish assaults upon her 
husband, broke up the home of Byron J.
